One of the bills which were 
passed by the Legislature makes 
radical change in the registra¬ 
tion and voting methods. The 
bill requires voters in fifth-class 
cities to register before voting, 
as in cities ofliigher class. The 
bill alfio provides that a certifi¬ 
cate of registration tie furnished 
each person registering, and that 
this'certificate shall be presented 
to the officers of election before 
the voter shall cast his vote. 
Springfield will soon be in the 
fifth class and all voters in the 
town will, be required to register, 
tt looks to us that the plan of 
furnishing a voter with a cer¬ 
tificate of registration to be pre¬ 
sented before he is allowed to 
vote is a good way to encourage 
vote bdying. In order to pre¬ 
vent a man from voting for the 
other side a candidate will only 
have to get possession of the 
certificate and there you are.

Oue of tbe most remarkable Instances 
of tbe escape of a white man from the 
Indians wua that of John Colter, a fa¬ 
tuous hunter and trapper. On the day 
in question be and his companion m;ere 
surrounded by 000 savage warriors. 
The companion was Instantly killed, 
and Colter was captured. Hla foes had 
no intention of earing his life, how¬ 
ever. They wanted the sport of put¬ 
ting him to the torture or at least of 
playing with him as a cat plays with a 
moose. Tbe chief asked him if be 
could run. He said. "Not much." 

He was released and told to save his 
life If he could. 

Colter darted away at high speed, 
and most of the 000 savages aet off aft¬ 
er him. There was a plain before him 
•lx miles wide, bounded on tbe far side, 
by a river fringed with trees. Colter 
had alwaya been famous as a runner, 
nnd hla practice no# stood him In good 
stead. He made straight across tbe 
plain for the stream, and the yella of 
hla pursuers lent him wings. Ills to+t 
had removed every shred of clothing 
from hla body, and the plain was cov¬ 
ered with prickly peers, so that hla un¬ 
protected feet were lacerated -•' every 
stride.
